Venice bridge taxes saved

A saving $18,000 to $20,000 in 
taxes paid by the city of Venice 
to the state of Missouri on the 
Venice-owned McKinley Bridge 
has been accomplished through 
objections before the Missouri 
Tax Commission, members of 
the Venice City Council were 
informed Tuesday night. 

Thomas Fields, _ bridge 
manager, told the aldermen 
that the tax commission has 
ordered a substantial reduction 
in a new assessment on the 


bridge which had nearly 
doubled the previous bridge 
valuation. 

The tax — commission 
responded after Fields, Venice 
Mayor William ‘‘Mike 
Ebersoldt and Joseph Brooks, 
consulting engineer for the 
bridge, appeared at a hearing 
before the Missouri Tax 
Commission in Jefferson City, 
Mo. 

The officials explained that 
while traffic volume and

Parks airport 
road-terminal 
plan advances 


Bi-State Development Agency 
Chairman John Brawley and St. 
Clair County Board Chairman 
Victor P. Canty announced 
Tuesday that Bi-State has 
received preliminary approval 
from the U.S. Economic 
Development Administration 
for a grant to improve facilities 
at the Bi-State Parks Airport 
near Cahokia. 

The $2.9 million, 300-acre 
project is to receive ap- 
proximately §2 million from the 
EDA and $450,000 each from Bi- 
State and the Illinois Tran- 
sportation Department's 
Division of Jnaut 

It provides construction of a 
new access road into the air- 
port, a grade separation at the 
intersection of the new access 
road and the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad mainline tracks, 
water and sewer system im- 
provements, and construction 
of a new airport terminal 
building. 

The project was initially 
authorized by the Overall 
Economic Development 
Committee of the St. Clair

The committee reviewed and 
evaluated four county projects 


- with potential for improvement 


of the local economy prior to 
authorizing the Bi-State Parks 
Airport project in 1977 

Since thal time, Bi-State, St 
Clair County, the Southwestern 
Illinois Planning Commission 
and the Illinois Department of 
Transportation have worked 
closely with local-level, of- 
ficials, state legislators and 
Congressman Melvin Price to 
secure project approval from 
EDA 

‘The EDA approval authorizes 
Bi-State to prepare and submit 
an application for: project 
funding construction scheduled 
to begin in the spring of 1979. 

‘A report prepared by the 
Southwestern Illinois Planning 
Commission estimated that the 
project could eventually ac- 
commodate light manufac- 
turing and aviation-based _in- 
dustries employing more than 
3,000 persons.

(increase) comes to 5 percent 
per year over 10 years, rather 
modest,” he said in 
February. 

The governor said recently 
he was opposed to pay in- 
creases for two reasons: The 
public is opposed to the raises 
and the raises are 
inflationary.

Informed of Thompson's 
statement that Bakalis 
favored raises, Bakalis 
responded angrily: “This is 
an outrageous statement; in 
fact, it’s a lie.” 

One reason Bakalis got so 
angry about the issue is 
because he told legislators in 
caucus that he was opposed to 
raises.

primary changes

SPRINGFIELD — A wide 
variety of proposals pending 
in Congress would change the 
presidential primary system 

Austin Ranney, formerly of 
the University of Illinois, has 
written a scholarly analysis 
of the proposals for the 
American Enterprise 
Institute. 

Although at least 250 bills 
have been introduced in 
Congress this century and 
none has passed, he suggests 
federalized primaries are 
being discussed more 
seriously now than ever 
before 

One reason for the 
discussion, it seems, is the 
growing realization that 
Jimmy Carter is President 
today because he best 
understood the primary 
system in 1976. 

While Mr. Carter is 
credited for maneuvering 
through the primaries 
skillfully, few of the 
politicians think that has 
much to do with the merits of 
whether he should be 
President. 

As Mr. Carter slides in the 
popularity polls, the 
speculation increases that he 
will be a one-term President 
and perhaps be challenged in 
his own Democratic Party. 

Eugene McCarthy made a 
visible primary challenge to 
President Lyndon Johnson in 
1968, as you recall, and 


Johnson dropped out of the 
race. The — primaries 
produced the Democratic 
candidate in 1972, Sen. 
George McGovern, and 
Ronald Reagan's signficant 
challenge to President 
Gerald Ford in 1976. 

Virtually no one thinks the 
present system of primaries 
in 30 states — all with 
different rules and 
regulations — is the best 
possible system. 

“It's a foolish system,” 
says Alex Seith, the 
Democratic candidate for 
U.S. Senator who has worked 
for years on the delegate 
selection process to national 
conventions. 

“It's unfair in the sense 
that the system is pure 
happenstance,” he says. 
“Three states come early — 
Iowa, New Hampshire and 
Florida and none 
represents a cross-section of 
the country 

“More delegates were 
chosen on June 6 than any 
other day, but the primaries 
were scattered from one 
coast to another with one stop 
in the middle (California, 
New Jersey and Ohio). 

“Personal politics is good 
—I like to do it myself — but 
we should not put that much 
weight on New Hampshire. 

“When I was attending 
Yale, my roommate was 
from New Hampshire and he 
would regularly get 
postcards from all over the 
world from Estes Kefauver 
when Kefauver was seeking 
the nomination. 

“That's so far removed 
from the merits we need to 
change the system.” 

‘The most dramatic change 
would be a switch to a 
national ry whereby 
the candidates would be 
nominated without any 
convention. 

In his article, “The 
Federalization of 
Presidential Primaries,"’ 
Ranney states the national 
primary idea first was 
introduced in Congress in 
1911. 

Rep. Albert Quie, R-Minn., 
has introduced a ba 

roposing the national 
aeinar be held for the 1980 
election. 
provisions, if no candidate 
received 40 percent of the 
vote in the primary, then a 


runoff would be held. 

His bill also would require 
the vice president to run 
separately, and a candidate 
could not run for president 
and vice president at the 
same time. 

While some politicians 
might scoff at the proposal, 
Ranney cites a national poll 
which shows 68 percent of the 
public favors a national 
primary. By comparison, 
only 21 percent favors 
nominating candidates at 
conventions, 

There are several 
proposals which fall under 
the label of regional primary. 

Rep. Morris Udall, R-Ariz., 
has a bill which requires any 
candidate who receives 
federal matching funds for 
campaign costs to be on the 
ballot. Under his plan, a 
primary is optional. A caucus 
may be held during a 
specified period of time. 

For example, during the 
Midwest regional, [linois and 
Wisconsin might have 
primaries on different days, 
but they must fall during a 
two-week period during 
March. 

Sen. Robert Packwood, R- 
Ore., has a similar proposal, 
but ‘with more restrictions. 

Under his plan, if a state 
holds a primary, it must be on 
a certain date. Also, each 
state would be reimbursed 
for expenses by the federal 
government 

Rep. Richard Ottinger, D- 
N.Y., favors a regional 
primary with a different 
twist. He proposes that each 
state be required to hold a 
presidential primary. His bill 
also requires a closed 
primary, a system whereby 
voters would have to register 
their political affiliation in 
advance. 

The federalization of 
presidential primaries would 
affect elections at the state 
and local level, of course 

Illinois, which just passed 
legislation consolidating 
elections, most certainly 
would change its primary 
date to conform with any 
presidential primary. Voters 
would not be expected to go to 
the polls in March to 
nominate candidates for the 
legislature and then turn 
around and go the following 
month to vote for president 

Also, requirements for 
voting might also be brought 
into line with the federal 
regulations. If the federal 
government required a 
closed primary to be able to 
vote for president, then the 
state most likely would not 
have an open primary.

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Area aviation booming—but it may be an endangered species 


Remarks by Arven H. 
Saunders, executive director, 
St. Louis Metropolitan Area 
Airport Authority, June 15 to 
the Gateway Chapter, 
Missouri Pilots Association:

Despite its success, aviation, 
in the view of many, is an en- 

dangered mode. This is a 

strange paradox, for the 

aviation industry in this country 
ng general aviation 
tional services — is 
strong national asset to 


both the private and the 


governmental sectors. 

Air travel is no longer a 
luxury. It is a basic national 
transportation system which 
lubricates the operation of the 
rest of the economy. 

The nation’s scheduled 
airlines will carry more than 
260 million passengers in 1978, 
and general aviation aircraft 
will carry more than 100 million 
passengers in inter-city travel 

These are both new record 
highs. 

The commuter airline in- 
dustry, the fastest growing 
segment of U.S. aviation, will 
handle more than eight million 
passengers countrywide, and is 
expected to continue to grow 
dramatically for the 
foreseeable future. 

Despite the prospects of 
strong growth, airports and 
aviation are in many ways a 
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beleaguered industry. 

In Illinois, for example. the 
Pollution -Control . Board is 
considering regulations that 
would adversely affect all 
airports in the state. 

There is talk of airport cur- 
fews in many cities throughout 
the country 

The Federal Aviation 
Administration recently 
predicted that 120 busy private 
airports could clase durirfg the 
next len years because of 
financial or other problems. 

At many locations, the air- 
ports are being sued for noise 
damages to the tune of billions 
of dollars. 

It is increasingly difficult to 
build new airports, even small 
new airports, let alone keep the 
ones we have. 

In light of the unprecedented 
boom in airline traffic, in 
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general aviation, and in the 
other segments of the aviation 
industry, this is ironic, even 
ominous. 

According to FAA, since 
about 1969 the total number of 
facilities open to the public has 
been declining nationwide at an 
average of 39 airports a year. 

This stems primarily from 
the fact that suburban growth 
beyond our cities puts our 
airports, particularly the 
privately-owned, public-use 
airports, in competition with 
housing developments and 
shopping centers. 

The airports almost always 
lose. For example, just a few 
days ago we got the news that 
Chicagoland Airport had been 
sold. 

The means that by year-end, 
more than 200 aircraft owners 
will have to find tie-down and 
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hangar facilties elsewhere 

Quentin Taylor, FAA deputy 
administrator, recently warned 
of the implications in an ad- 
dress to the American 
Association of Airport 
Executives. Mr. Taylor said 
the current loss of reliever 
airports in the United States is 
“nothing short of a crisis 
condition right now." 

It requires ‘priority at 
tention” and “will be very much 
on our minds as we begin 
planning post-1980 airport 
development programs,” he 
said. 

Presently, the St. Louis 
region has eight reliever air- 
ports. 

These are: Spirit of St. Louis, 
Civic Memorial, Bi-State Parks, 
Weiss, Arrowhead, Creve 
Coeur, Smartt, and St. Charles 

Three of these are publicly 
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owned — Civic Memorial, Bi- 
State Parks, and Smartt. And, 
of course, there is the possibility 
that Spirit of St. Louis will 
become publicly owned in the 
near future. 

Of the other four, only St. 
Charles might be expected to 
remain beyond a 10- to 15-year 
period as an economically- 
justified active airport. 

Such facilities as Weiss, 
Arrowhead, and Creve Coeur 
might be abandoned as airports 
if more profitable uses for the 
land materialize, causing the 
owners to get out of the airport 
business. 

Yet, as this trend of airport 
loss continues, there is the 
prospect of further increase in 
general aviation activities — 
along with the continued 
upgrading of all aircraft, and 
their requirements for more 
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sophisticated airport facilities 

According to FAA figures, 
total general _ aviation 
operations in the St. Louis area 
are now over 1,000,000 per year. 

By the year 2000, studies by 
the consulting firm of Peat, 
Marwick, Mitchell & Co. have 
forecast that total operations 
will exceed 3,400,000. 

It is urgent, then, that 
suitable airport facilities be 
provided in the St, Louis'area to 
accommodate this segment of 
the air transportation system 

According to the FAA, there 
are now approximately 1,500 
general aviation aircraft in the 
St. Louis region 

By the year 2000, PMM 
projects this to be about 3,400 

In the process of providing 
general aviation ac- 
commodations to satisfy ex- 
pected needs, the existing 
airports would all require 
major upgrading along with 
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several new airports. 

At the present time, only 
three of the reliever airports — 
Civic, Parks and Spirit — are 
large enough to satisfactorily 
accommodate a higher level of 
activity. 

Even if new airports are 
constructed with adequate 
navigational facilities and 
runway lengths, ip many cases 
there will be serious air space 
problems, the solution to which 
lies not in theoretical “black 
boxes," but in well-planned, 
environmentally-acceptable, 
accessible airport sites 

It should be remembered that 
there ‘has been only one new 
airport established in the St 
Louis metropolitan area within 
the past 15 years — the Spirit of 
St. Louis Airport. 

In fact, sinee World War II 
many more airports in the St 
Louis region have been lost than 
have been gained’ 

Coupled with all the en- 
vironmental concerns that must 
presently be satisfied, it will be 
difficult’ to obtain new airport 
sites in the future within a 
reasonable distance of the 
airport users. 

It is even doubtful if the 
existing general aviation air. 
ports can be materially ex- 
panded. 

It seems that the only airports 
thal can be reasonably assured 
of remaining for use by general 
aviation in the future are 
Lambert, Spirit of St. Louis, 
Civic Memorial, Bi-State Parks, 
Smartt and St. Charles - the 
last two primarily due to their 
distance from populated areas, 

Unless some governement 
agency comes forth to establish 
some of the other fields as 
public airports, it is very likely 
that these will be the only 
airports availabie for general 
aviation usage. 

Given the _ increasing 
sophistication of the general 
aviation fleet, the expected 
increase in both the number of 
general aviation aircraft and 
their operations, at least six 
general aviation airports will be 
required by the year 2000 to 
accommodate the 3.4 million 
operations forecase 

In other words, each of the six 
airports must be able to handle 
approximately 600,000 
operations per year 

Yet, the airport of most 
concern to the future of general 

tion for St. Louis is Lam- 
bert-St. Louis International 
Airport, and Lambert has 
already taken measures to

It appears that the Lambert 
Commission will continue to 
force this trend until only 15 
percent of total traffic is 
comprised of general aviation 
operations. 

This small percentage is 
considered by FAA to be the 
hard-core GA_ operations 
those that can't be driven off 
because their passengers are 
connecting with the airlines, 

In addition to the restrictions 
already placed on general 
avidtion at Lambert Field, the 
Air National Guard has, ac- 
cording to FAA sources, 

reduced by about 
is, from 20,000 to 

the number of 
operations it has from the field. 
And it is attempting to schedule 
flights so as not to conflict with 
airline peak hours. 

With nearly all of its 50-year 
lease remaining, it is unlikely 
the military will agree to fur- 
ther cuts in its current level of 
11,000 operations. 

Lambert is already a high- 
delay airport. According to an 

official speaking in 1976 

Those in 
the airline business certainly 
recognize that. Today we have 
ten airports with severe delay 

“Four — O'Hare, Kennedy, 
La Guardia and National 
have a limit on the number of 
operations. 

“And the remaining six 
AUlanta, Los Angeles, 
Philadelphia, Denver, 
Francisco and St. Louis — have 
substantial delays. Several of 

remaining ‘six could be 
threatened with quotas in the 
future." 

While Lambert is about 
seventh in delay lime today, by 
the 1980s FAA expects it to have 
the second highest delays in the 
country 

‘This portends even more 
restrictions to general aviation 
at Lambert. 

Before providing further 
information in support of this 
point, I want to emphasize that 
the St. Louis Metropolitan Area 
Airport Authority has sought 
throughout its existence to 
secure the best and most 
reliable analysis of Lambert's 
potential capacity. 

The record to date shows 
clearly that we have done so. 
Unfortunately, this has meant 
that we sometimes have been 
the bearer of some unpopular 
information. :

‘Pat on the back’ for 
cutting indebtedness

The annual audit report for all 
Chouteau Township accounts 
was presented to the Chouteau 
Town Board of Trustees 
Monday night along with ‘‘a pat 
on the back” to Chouteau 
Township Highway Com- 
missioner Wilfred ‘‘Bud’ 
Eberhardt for cutting his 
department's indebtedness in 
half, from about $40,000 to 
$20,210, in his first year in of- 
fice 

Kenneth W. Fessler, ac- 
countant for the R. C. Scheffel & 
Co., certified public accounting 
firm of Alton and Edwardsville, 
said Eberhardt's financial 
achievements ‘‘are rather 
remarkable, considering how 
far they were in debt,"’ from the 
previous administration 

He stated the reduction ‘is 
quite an accomplishment ta do 
in one year,” and then gestured 
toward Eberhardt and said, ‘A 
pal on the back.” 

He commended the town 
board and officials and Diane 
Hartzel, bookkeeper, saying, 
“We find no exception to 
anything you are doing.” 

Fessler said it is impossible to 
predict what effect pending 
lawsuits against the township 
and unpaid taxes will have on 
the overall financial picture, 
but said it appears the township 
books balance, with a few minor 
exceptions 

It was noted that the township 
exceeded the budget in several 
categories, including telephone 
service. Town Clerk Patricia 
Polley noted the extra  ex- 
penditures were unavoidable in 
order to move the telephones 
from the former offices into the 
new town hall building 

Fessler also noted the 
township had been penalized 
more than $350 for early with- 
drawals of long-term in- 
vestments and Mrs. Polley 
explained the early withdrawal

of one savings certificate was 
necessary when disbursements 
of federal grant funds were 
overdue and the contractor for 
the new township building was 
demanding an immediate 
partial payment. 

Supervisor Walter ‘‘Dick”’ 
Sparks said he is proud of the 
township's investments and the 
interest made and noted the 
$350 penalty was only a small 
part of what was made through 
wise long-term investments. 

“I do not think we could have 
earned as much if we had just 
put our money in a savings 
account. Things happen which 
you can't predict, but I still 
think we did very well this 
year."’ 

The report showed the 
township earned $3,282 on its 
investments during the 
calendar year, including $233 
from town fund investments, 
$2,619 from general assistance, 
$202 from the road and bridge 
funds, $220 from revenue 
sharing deposits and $6 from the 
deposit of anti-recession fiscal 
assistance act funds in interest- 
bearing accounts. 

Another of the 11 recom 
mendations in the audit report 
is eliminating the flat-rate 
travel allowances paid some 
township officjals and reim- 
bursing them ‘on the basis of 
actual miles driven. The 
suggestion has been made in 
several previous annual audits, 
but has been rejected by the 
board. 

Sparks stated, ‘'They give me 
$50 a month for travel expenses. 
The other way, I could pad my 
expenses and make $75 easily, 
and no one could catch me. I 
could log more than $50 every 
month, easily."" 

Fessler responded, ‘‘We are 

accusing anyone of 
susing anything. We just feel 
s a better accounting prac- 


Another recommendation 
was that the highway depart- 
ment should utilize the bidding 
process for more purchases to 
insure that the purchases are at 
the best price available. State 
statutes require bidding only 
when an item costs more than 
$2,500. 

Fessler suggested bidding be 
utilized for many purchases 
casting less than $2,500. He also 
said the township can purchase 
some items at the county's bid

He suggested daily time 
records be maintained on all 
full and part-time employees of 
the township and should be 
approved by the official in 
charge, prior to the payment of 
wages. 

“There is nothing abaut this 
in the state statutes. We just 
feel it is good business prac- 
tice."” He noted the township has 
improved in this area in recent 
years, but said the auditors 
were unable to locate time 
records for the collector and 
assessor offices when making 
the audit. 

The report also suggests the 
fidelity bonds covering the 
township supervisor, who also 
serves ,as the road district 
treasurer, be increased since 
the current amounts are ‘‘less 
than required by statute.” 

Other recommendations 
were: that the township's 
depositories be checked to 
determine that all investments 
are covered by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corp.; that 
all township equipment be 
permanently numbered for 
inventory; that payments to 
officials for trips casting more 
than $600 per person be 
recorded on proper Internal 
Revenue Service forms; that 
inter-fund “loans” on the books 
for sevéral years be cleared up, 
and that checks received by the 
township be deposited promp- 
tly. 

After the presentation, 
Sparks thanked the 
representatives of the Scheffel 
firm for “‘a courteous, thorough 
job the last two or three years in 
a row.”’ The board then voted 
unanimously to accept the audit 
report and consider the 
suggestions 


Study available 
transportation 
for the elderly 


“More and better tran- 
sportation opportunities may 
soon be available for senior 
adults in Illinois,’ Mrs. 
Josephine K. Oblinger, Director 
of the Illinois Department on 
Aging, announced Monday 

She was referring to a study 
the department is making on 
existing senior adult tran- 
sportation systems, or the lack 
thereof. The study was made 
possible through a grant from 
the Illinois Department of 
Transportation 

“In some areas, other ser- 
vices for senior citizens have 
been forced to seriously curtail 
or completely shut down their 
operations because people can’t 
get to them,” Mrs. Oblinger 
said. “It's unfair. It has placed 
vulnerable people in an un- 
tenable situation.”

solution to global steel industry 
problems lies in multilateral 
negotiations leading to an in- 
ternational steel agreement 
among the governments of 
steel-producing nations. 

In his first major statement 
as head of the AISI and its more 
than 60 domestic member 
companies, including National 
Steel Corporation, third largest 
steelmaker, Foy told the 
International Conference on 
Trade and Investment in 
Washington that while the U.S. 
government's “‘trigger price” 
mechanism may prove to be a 
suitable temporary aid in en- 
forcing current trade laws, “we 
need more permanent 
measures. to cope with trade 
issues and problems."’ 

He called for an immediate 
strengthening of American 
trade statutes, warning that 
“our country's defenses against 
unfair import pricing and unfair 
trade practices are woefully 
deficient.”" 

He said those laws must be 

beefed up so they can and will 
be enforced effectively.”” 

However, for the long term, 
Foy declared, “It's the view of 
the American industry that our 
primary reliance must be on 
our government's  deter- 
mination to successfully reach 
an international agreement 
with other nations of fair con- 
ditions for steel trade. 

Since all ather major steel- 
producing and steel-consuming 
nations are at least as con 
cerned about the steel situation 
as we are, I think the time is 
ripe for steel sectoral talks." 

The AISI chairman stressed 
that the aim of such an in- 
ternational agreement is not to 
form “‘a global steel cartel, as 
some people fear." He said the 
American steel industry 
“strongly opposes’’ any such 
arrangement. 

Foy made his remarks during 
a panel discussion on 
‘Balancing Economic 
Interests: Trade Competition 
and Protectionism” during the 
second day of a conference of 
government, business and labor 
leaders from the United States, 
Europe and Japan. 

Foy, who also is chairman 
and chief executive officer of 
Bethlehem Steel Corp., the 
nation’s second largest steel 
producer, stressed four main 
points 
“International trade 
competition is good, it's 
healthy, and we're in favor of it 

—The American steel in- 
dustry is not “protectionist.” 

—The pursuit of anti-dumping 
remedies, either through the 
government's trigger price 
mechanism or conventional 
procedures, is not “protec- 
tionism.” 

—"We believe that the long- 
run solution for global steel 
industry problems lies in 
multilateral negotiations 
leading to an international steel 
agreement.” 

As for the last point, he ex- 
plained that the AISI believes 
that “the world steel industry 
will function more efficiently if 
information and data on steel 
capacity, production, and trade 
are promptly made available to 
all concerned parties.” 

To this end, he said, ‘The 
kind of international steel 
agreement we have in mind 
should set up an effective in- 
ternational, government-based 
mechanism for the collection, 
collation and dissemination of 
this information.

“Those trade rules should be 
subscribed to by all govern- 
ments, for the benefit of all 
parties. And they should 
prevent dumping and damaging 
surges of imports, especially 
during periods of slack world 
demand such as we've been 
experiencing over the past few 
years. 

“The whole global steel in- 
dustry is in pretty ‘much the 
same leaky boat. We'd better do 
some bailing and patching 
before we find ourselves 
abandoning ship and going our 
separate ways.”

Measure tree 
growth yearly *

Check annual growth of your 
trees to determine how well you 
are caring for them 

With adequate water, fer- 
tilizer and root growth, younger 
trees should show from 12 to 16 
inches of new twig growth a 
year. 

Mature trees will produce 6-9 
inches of new growth annually, 

If your trees are making 
average or better growth, 
you're doing a good job.

Bagworm eggs are hatching

One application of carbaryl 
(Sevin), malathion or Bacillus

Bacillus Thuringiensis is a

The 
bacteria is harmless to warm- 
blooded animals and humans. 

If cool weather delays the ~ 
hatch, you may want to make 
another application in two 
weeks. 

When aphids are a nuisance 
on shrubs and flowers, 
malathion is the most effective 
of the three products. Ifyou are 
using the Bacillus 
Thuringiensis, you can mix 
malathion with it 

It is not necessary to add soap 
dr a commercial spreader- 
sticker with any of these 
products. Concentrate on 
thoroughly wetting all the 
foliage.

Red spiders are a good guess 
when evergreens develop a thin 
or off-colored appearance. 

Red spiders are hard to see 
unless you use a magnifying 
glass or shake them onto a piece 
of paper. Hold a large piece of 
white paper under the limb and 
sharply tap the limb with a 
stick. The mites will fall on the 
paper and start to scurry 
around, 

If you have to bruise up the 
whole shrub to find a few, then 
mites aren't the problem, When 
you find several from each 
limb, control is important

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Utility seeking ways to reduce costs to its consumers 


What is happening to utility 
costs? 

Illinois Power Company 
currently is seeking to give 
customers a clearer un- 
derstanding of the problems it is 
facing — and the effect on their 
bills. 

Utility companies in a sense 
are monopolies, but primarily 
because of the investment 
required to build plants and 
construct: transmission and 
distribution systems, IP says. 
Even so, it rates cannot be 
raised without justification 

Illinois Power's net plant 
investment is about 
$1,600,000, 000. 

If two companies served the 
same area, costs would be 
duplicated. Federal and state 
governments instead decided to 
restrict competition in the 
utility business, but also to 
establish regulatory agencies to 
protect consumers’ interest, 
insure reliable service, 
maintain reasonable costs and 
limit the rate of return made by 
utilities. 

All proposed rate changes are 

ubmitted to the Illinois 
Commerce Commission. ‘ 

Only after an extensive 
analysis does the commission — 
appointed by the governor — 
decide what is fair and 
necessary. The process usually 
lakes about 11 months 

Executive offices are located 
in Decatur. This service area's 
IP headquarters are in Granite 


City 


IP serves about one-fourth of 
the state. It is engaged in the 
generation, transmission, 
distribution and sale of electric 
energy and the distribution and 
sale of natural gas. 

Natural gas is purchased 
from five pipeline suppliers — 
Mississippi River Transmission 
Corp., Natural Gas Pipeline Co. 
of America, Panhandle Eastern 
Pipe Line Co., Trunkline Gas 
Co. and Michigan-Wisconsin 
Pipe Line Co. 


At a cost of $25 million, 

Illinois Power has developed 

underground storage fields 

to store natural gas that is not 

needed, to be withdrawn later, 

usually in extremely cold 
weather.

The average IP customer since 
1961 has more than doubled the 
use of electricity, from 3,614 
Kwh then to 8,280 in 1977 

What has caused the 
customer to use more elec- 
tricity? It may be the standard 
of living. An example of change 
is the customer who may have 
replaced an old manual defrost 
refrigerator that was estimated 
to use 78 Kwh and cost $2.96 a 
month, with a new automatic 
defrost refrigerator that is 
estimated to use 205 Kwh and 
cost $7.79 a month. 

If the customer has pur- 
chased a new home that is 


larger than the old one, it may- 


cost more to heat and cool 
because of its size and design. 

‘Added electrical equipment 
also is a factor. 

Does weather affect usage? It 
may increase or lower power 
and gas usage. Temperature 
affects both heating and air- 
conditioning bills. The velocity 
of wind also affects heating 
bills. 

In the last two years — 1976 
and 1977 — IP tallied record- 
breaking cold weather, which 
increased heating costs. 

Meteorologists predict at 
least two more severe winters 
in the near future, IP says. 

Last summer, 1977, there was 
record-breaking hot weather. 

The peak demand by 
customers on July 15, 1977 was 
2,846,000 kilowatts, which was 
greater than previous years. 

This was within one percent of 
IP's forecast for the growth of 
electric usage. 

It is estimated that the 
demand for electricity will 
continue to grow about seven 
percent each year through 1982 
— which means IP will have to 
continue to build power stations 
to meet customers’ electrical 
usage 

What does it cost to build an 
electric generating station? 

In 1964, it cost $102 per 
kilowatt of generation installed 
for Wood River Unit No. 5. 

In 1975, it cost $192 per 
kilowatt for Baldwin No. 3. 
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In 1978, it is estimated that 
Havana No. 6 will cost $402 per 
kilowatt, 

In 1981, it is believed that 


Clinton No. 1 will cost $952 per * 


kilowatt. 

For each new customer in the 
year 1981, Illinois Power will 
have had to invest about $10,000, 
if the customer uses six Kw of 
electricity. Air-conditioning 
alone accounts for about three 
or four Kw 

What has the average cost per 
Kwh been for residential 
customers since 1961? 

In 1961, a kilowatt hour cost 
the customer 3.05 cents. This 
amount of electricity would be 
used if one burned a 100-watt 
bulb for 10 hours. 

The cost was gradually 
reduced to 2.52 cents per Kwh in 
1971 and is now 3.84 cents. 

“The cost reductions to the 
customer wre possible over the 
years because of long-range 
planning, construction of larger 
and more efficient plants, and 
cost control management,” a 
spokesman comments. 

Costs started an upward trend 
in 1972. There was a 10.6 percent 
rate increase in June 1977 

It takes almost one pound of 
coal to generate one Kwh of 
electricity. 

Reasons coal costs have in- 
creased include higher mining 
costs, stricter mine safety 
regulations, rising tran 
sportation costs, high costs to 
reclaim strip mined land, and 
the cost of meeting en- 
vironmental requirements. 

The company's present 
electric rate schedules provide 
that it will pass along, to all 
classes of customers, increases 
or decreases in the cost of fuel 
used in the generating stations. 

The amount will be shown on 
monthly electric bills as FCA 
(fuel cost adjustment). 


In 1966, natural gas was sold 
to IP customers for about eight 
cents per therm. In 1977, it was 
sold for almast 20 cents per 
therm. 

This was the result of the 


Acry 


Federal Power Commission 
approving a significant in- 
crease in the rate that 
producers of natural gas may 
charge interstate pipeline 
suppliers for newly-discovered 
gas. 

Pipeline suppliers are 
allowed to pass on these in 
creased costs to . their 
distribution customers, such as 
Illinois Power Co. 

IP, in turn, is allowed to 
recover these increased natural 
gas costs with no profit to the 
company. Effective with gas 
consumed on or after Dec. 1, 
1976, these additional producer 
costs are reflected in the 
column marked ‘Purchased 
Gas Adjustment” on each bill. 

After a period of time, these 
changes are included in the 
rates. 

Construction expenditures for 
elective power generation have 
increased about 300 percent. 
The primary difficulty faced in 
managing a utility is the large 
construction program required 
to provide future electrical 
capacity. 

IP says the increase in fixed 
costs caused by this will 
necessitate at least two electric 
rate increases between now and 
the completion of Clinton Unit 
No. 1 

In order for the [llinois 
Commerce Commission to set 
the rate level sought, it must 
either include more con- 
struction work in progress in 
the rate base, or greatly in- 
crease the return allowed on our 
rate base, the utility concludes. 

Alternatives to building 
power plants? 

Reducing summer usage. IP 
chose to increase rates in the 
summer from June 15 through 
Sept. 15, hoping the increased 
rate ‘would reduce summer 
usage. 

All of ‘the rates are based on 
cost to serve and are designed 
to. help customers understand 
the increasing fixed cast caused 
by the summer peak demand of 
electricity. 

IP rates are still among the

Granite City now pays a 
premium of from $19,000 to 
$20,000 a month for its 
hospitalization insurance, City 
Clerk Robert Stevens told the 
aldermen. 

This. is approximately 
$240,000 per year. An increase of 
61.5 percent applied against this 
cost would raise the annual 
premium to approximately 
$387,000 annually. 

In fixing the amount of the 
increase, David Goldish of the 
group underwriting division of 
Golden Rule, told the city that 
increases in claims during the 
last two years “‘has been 
dramatic.” 

Goldish said in a letter of 
explanation that the percentage 
of increase was based on an 
average of claims for the two 
periods of July 1, 1976, to June 
30, 1977, and from July 1, 1977, to 
the present, with current 
politices to expire the last of this 
month. 

‘Had we based your renewal 
rate strictly upon the last 12 
months experience, the in- 


crease would have been higher 
than what it is,” Goldish said. 

“The paid loss ratio for the 
period (the last 12 months) was. 
112.5 percent and the incurred 
loss ratio 120.4 percent. 
Incorporating expenses, risk 
charge and trend factor, an 
increase well in excess of 61.5 
percent was generated. 

“Rather,” he continued, “we 
based the renewal on the latest 
24 months experience. For that 
period the earned premiums 
were $427,738 and the incurred 
claims $423,751, producing .an 
incurred loss ratio of 99.1 
percent. 

“Assuming an_ inflationary 
trend of 20 percent per year, the 
period July 1, 1978, to June 30, 
1979, will produce claims 34.2 
percent higher than the period 
beginning June 1, 1976 and 
ending May 30, 1978."" Allowing 
17.5 percent for combined ex- 
penses and risk charge, Goldish — 
said, a loss formula of 161 
percent would result. 

Schuler said that more 
detailed information as to claim 
ratios will be sought from the 
Golden Rule insurance firm 
before a decision is made on 
meeting the increased cost.

Susan B. Anthony, woman 
suffrage leader, was born 
Feb. 15, 1820, 
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Tougher U.S. foreign policy? If so, it's about time, critics comment 


Wall Street Journal — A year 
ago, President Carter delivered 
a widely noted commencement 
address at Notre Dame 
describing his ‘new American 
foreign policy.” 

The speech, as it turned out, 
pretty much predicted the 
Carter foreign policy of the past 
year, And it explains why the 
President now faces serious 
foreign policy troubles. 

Mr. Carter began by praising 
his fellow honorary degree 
recipients, dissident clerics 
from Rhodesia, Brazil and 
South Korea 

He went on to announce that 
America now could afford a 
foreign policy “based on con- 
stant decency in its values and 
on optimism in its historical 
vision.” 

He rejoiced that the ‘threat of 
conflict with the Soviet Union 
has become less intensive."’ 

And, he assured us, “we are 
now free of that inordinate fear 
of communism" that once made 
us think we might have to put up 
with a cerlain amount of un 
savoriness in our political 
allies. 

America could now pursue 
peace and human rights openly, 
impartially and generously 

By now it's been demon- 
strated that he meant exactly 
what he said, and has followed 
the blueprint’a good deal more 
consistently than a first glance 
might suggest. 

He appointed Paul Warnke 
SALT negotiator, made Andrew 
Young UN ambassador, and 
staffed the decision-making 
apparatus with members of the 
“So what?’ school of foreign 
policy, which greets every 
announcement of a U.S. setback 
in the world with the verdict 
that only an alarmist would 
think it matters 

They smiled at the North 
Vietnamese in Paris, set about 
normalizing relations with 
Havana and began carrying out 
a human rights policy that 
seemed designed to hurt our 
allies more than our ad- 
versaries in order to prove that 
our motives weren't tainted by 
any hint of self-interest. 

They brought the Soviets into 
the Mideast negotiations, 
turned their backs on the in 
ternal’ settlement in Rhodesia, 
and tried to scuttle the neutron 
bomb. 

But even to those of us who've 

spent the year writing about the 
dangers of this approach, it’s 
striking to see how quickly Mr 
Carter began to reap the 
whirlwind both abroad and at 
home. 
* The world greeted our new 
friendliness about as could have 
been expected. The Soviets 
continued their arms build-up, 
hung tough on SALT, and took 
Steady advantage of the op- 
portunities that kept presenting 
themselves in Africa 

Our allies in the ’developing 
world got just a little bit an- 
noyed at our sudden concern for 
the purity of their political 
processes. The Europeans 
began to ask aloud whether 
anyone was at home at the 
White Hous 

And events on their own 
began to provide even more 
chilling reminders of where 
various political systems ac- 
tually stood in the world’s moral 
pecking order: 

The evil right-wing junta in 
Chile declared an amnesty for 
political prisoners, while the 
Soviet Union put dissident Yuri 
Orlov on public trial for anti- 
Soviet agitation and the 
progressive revolutionary 
leaders of Cambodia continued 
to beat, work and starve their 
citizens to death. 

But there was a 
clarity about the light these 
events threw on the “new 
American foreign policy.” 

For a long time, some critics 
had been claiming that the 
Soviets acted nasty to us only 
because we were so 
belligerently provocative 
towards them. 

This time around, no one 
could accuse the U.S. of any 
such thing. The administration 
presented the world with just 
about the gentlest American 
face ever and the con- 
sequences have not been good. 

Maybe this special clarity 
explains why the domestit 
reaction against the Carter 
approach has grown so quickly 
and to such proportions in the 


special 


alarmed by our slowness in 
meeting the Soviet threat; the 
debate was about means. 

In the wake “of the vote, 
Washington writers have begun 
wondering how the ad- 
ministration could have gotten 
us into the present foreign 
policy mess. _ 

Columnist David Broder has 


already seen the dilemma that 
now faces the Carter ad- 
ministration. There's a growing 
perception on the foreign policy 
circuit and among the 
American public in general that 
the Soviets do not wish us well 
and that our response to them 
has so far been insufficient. 
The administration now has 


to decide whether it wants to 
turn around and lead the parade 
towards a tougher foreign 
policy or hold ‘its ground and 
risk getting run over. 

Some Carter people have now 
begun making cantankerous 
noises. 

The State Department has 
spoken very sharply about the 


seven-year sentence the Soviets 
have just handed Mr. Orlov, and 
Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown has the NATO 
defense ministers that if war 
comes in Europe, we'll be there. 

The President has com- 
plained about the 
congressionally imposed 
restrictions on his aid to Africa, 


restrictions that were drafted in 
part by the man who now serves 
as Mr. Carter’s assistant 
secretary of state for African 
affairs. 

The administration may now 
be deciding it wants to stop its 
year-long drift. But it will have 
to repent a lot of its own history 
to do so.

Excess steelmaking capacity in world 


First of two articles 
by Chairman Edgar B. Speer 
of the 


United States Steel Corporation — 


The manufacture and 
distribution of steel throughout 
the Free World today is in a 
state of turmoil, 

The old concepts of building 
new capacity and assuming that 
it will be marketed somewhere, 
somehow, are being seriously 
questioned .in country after 
country. 

Excess world steelmaking 


dimension that produced a final 
slab length of 14 miles. Through 
it all, the tundish was changed 
seven times, with changes in 
nozzles on the average of once 
every three heats. 

Now, aside from what capital 
investment does to produce new 
products or to schieve better 
and more consistent quality, a 
priniary reason why companies 
invest capital is to reduce unit 
costs through more production 
per man-hour 

During the 1960s, steel in- 
vestments seemed to be headed 


man-hour in steel rose at an 
annual rate that averaged close 
to three percent. 

But productivity has changed 
directions in more recent years. 
I realize, of course, that annual 
productivity rates in an in- 
dustry like steel are greatly 
affected by changes in the level 
of demand — and demand for 
American steel hasn't been all 
that good lately. 

But in the ten years prior to 
1977 — while American steel 
companies were investing 20 
billion very scarce capital 


per man-hour increased at an 
annual average rate of only two 
percent. This occurred despite 
substantial year-to-year gains 
in productivity during 1972 and 
1973. 

If American steel is going to 
maintain and improve its 
competitive position in world 
markets, we had better take a 
very hard look at this trend in 
steel productivity. 

More important, we had 
better find out what’s causing it, 
and what should be done about 
it. 


motivation has much to do with 
productivity. Like other 
elements of American industry, 
we have felt the effects of 
changing employee attitudes 
toward work. We have our own 
version of the “blue collar 
blues” so often attributed to 
assembly-line employees 

Some industry people thought 
we had the answer in the joint 
management-union _ producti- 
vity committees that were 
established as a result of the 
1971 basic steel labor 
agreement. But productivity in 
steel actually increased at a 
lower average rate between 
1971 and 1976 than in the 


The situation is not so per- 
plexing, however, when we 
examine capital spending. I 
mentioned a moment ago that 
the amount of capital that the 
steel industry has been in- 
vesting in new plant and 
equipment has been rising 
steadily and substantially. The 
total during the past five years, 
for example, was up 50 percent 
over the amounts invested in 
the previous five-year period. 

A part of this steady rise in 
capital spending reflects the 
impact of inflation on both new 
equipment and construction. 
Some of it is a result of the 
greater technical complexity of 
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But more and more of the 


steel industry's capital dollars | 
less || 


are buying less and 
productive equipment. A 
growing proportion must be 


used to buy and install pollution || 


control equipment that adds 
nothing to our output of steel, 

In short, we are spending 
more and getting less new 
production technology.

sight, the message is quite 
clear. The world economy has 
changed dramatically in the 
past quarter of a century or so. 

No nation, regardless of its 
form of government or 
economic structure, can long 
tolerate excessive imports of a 
basic material such as steel, if 
those imports threaten its own 
national goals and its own 
economic growth. 

We hope the answer will be 
found in some international 
mechanism that will produce an 
orderly movement of steel 
across the borders of trading 
nations. An international un- 
derstanding of this type is the 
only means of avoiding a trade 
war in steel that no nation 
wants, and few could survive 

When that time comes, as it 
must, the emphasis in building 
and operating steel capacity 
will be not so much on the part 
that steel production and sales 
can play in meeting national 
economic objectives. 

Rather, it will be on true 
competition between steel 
producers — competition that is 
based on the costs of raw 
materials preparation, 
production and shipping, as well 
as product quality and service 

That's why the most serious 
challenge facing the members 
of the American steel industry 
today is a challenge to stay 
competitive not only against 
domestic producers — and with 
competing materials — but to 
compete successfully within the 
world steel market. 

Despite inflationary labor 
demands, plus rising costs for 
ener, materials and services, 
American steel companies 
generally are the low-cost 
producers of steel for sale in our 
domestic market. Much of the 
credit must be given to the 
technical advances that have 
helped to offset these rising 
costs. 

But new technology is only 
one of the elements in the 
competitive equation. 

Technology is of value only 
when, and if, capital can be 
invested to install the advanced 
process or equipment. And the 
rules of the game say that such 
an investment must produce a 
return. 

The steel industry's return on 
investment hasn't been 
anything to brag about for 
many years. It has been con- 
sistently below the returns 
realized by most other in- 
dustries — a fact that makes the 
investment record of steel all 
the more remarkable. 

In the decade of the 1950s, 
capital spending by this nation’s 
steel industry totalled more 
than $10 billion. 

It has gone up steadily and 
substantially since then — 
jumping to $16 billion in the 
decade of the 1960s. And another 
$16 billion has been invested by 
steel companies just during the 
first seven years of the 1970s. 

What did we get for this in- 
vestment of over $40 billion? 
Well, the industry as a whole 
increased its indebtedness by 
600 percent. - 

But on the positive side, we 
got better ways to process raw 
materials. We got better ways 
to convert those materials into 
iron and steel, and more ef- 
ficient and effective ways to 
process that steel into better 
products to meet customer 
specifications 

We have reduced energy 
consumption, and made the 
costly jump into computer 
controls — from raw materials 
to finished product 

‘The basic oxygen process has 
almost completely replaced the 
open hearth, which had been the 
dominant steelmaking process 
since the days of Andrew 
Carnegie. 

Continuous casting, with its 
energy, time and capital 
savings, is now used to process 
about 15 percent of American 
steel. 

U. S, Steel’s research and 
engineering peoplé have played 
a role in developing high- 
volume continuous casters. 

‘At our Gary Works is a caster 
that recently demonstrated its 
ability to cast 37,600 tons of steel 
from 180 heats continuously 
over a period of six days, with 37 
in-line changes in —slab

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Response is imperative to the competitive challenge being 
cited by A. O. Smith Corp. regarding auto frame plants 


The A. O. Smith Corporation has had 
good reason to be thankful that its board 
ten years ago overruled a management 
committee recommendation to close the 
Granite City auto frame plant. The local 
facility remained open and achieved 
improved efficiency, even outperforming 
the larger Milwaukee frame plant in some 
respects during some periods. 

But new problems have developed and 
the future again is darkening, particularly, 


in regard to expansion prospects. Quad- 
Cityans would do well to take the warning 
signs seriously, as they appropriately did 
ten years ago, because the issue is a quite 
serious matter. 

Several plant closings have occurred 
here since the post-World War IT years 
Whatever the factors that contributed to 
those decisions, such shutdowns are 
harmful blows to the economy of the 
affected community. Any further negative 
occurrences of this kind must be avoided. 

With a $13 million yearly payroll at that 
time, the Smith plant was the subject of a 
four-and-a-hali-hour meeting of the board 
of directors on March 25, 1968. The Smith 
Corporation president said prompt action 
by a special Quad-City citizens’ committee 
was “most encouraging and helpful to the 
board in arriving at its decision” not to 
“discontinue operation of the plant at this 
time (1968).” 

Problems cited then were “historically 
unsatisfactory economic results 
accumulation of losses due to a strike at 
the plant,” loss of business and the 
potential impact on the future orders 
volume 

This year, price competition has raised 
doubts about the plant's ability to operate 
profitably and avoid loss of business to 
rivals that may enjoy cost advantages. 
Canadian frame plants, for example, have 
a 12 percent advantage in the exchange 
rate on the dollar and also benefit from 
lower steel prices and labor rates. 

In addition, many Llinois legislators 
don't seem to believe the contention by 
Smith and other firms that the business 
climate is deteriorating. It will be recalled 


that mid-1970s compensation law changes 
disregarded the previous _ labor- 
management agreed-upon legislative 
procedure, and set Illinois apart from the 
other 49) states. Subsequent “remedial” 
laws have not been of a scope to end the 
corporations’ concern. 

Businesses say that benefits not only 
have been liberalized, but the ability to 
guard agdinst compensation abuses has 
been impaired. 

They feel there is a tendency toward the 
same sort of situation that Illinois Public 
Aid critics complain about — payments so 
generous and so hard to monitor that 
incentive to work is diminished. Workers 
who are in effect on the payroll but are not 
physically present often must be replaced 
by others at added cost — making it 
tougher to.outdo competing companies. 

A. O. Smith officials say that, rather 
than enjoying a competitive edge, they are 
faced with higher wages, workmen's 
compensation benefits, unemployment 
compensation payments, fuel limitations, 
environmental considerations and other 
factors. With major contracts for product 
sales being lost, and with further 
deterioration of the competitive posture 
foreseen, expansion here is being ruled out 
and reduced operations may occur. 

Although production capacity at 
Milwaukee and Granite City has been 
strained to the limits in the past several 
years, with much overtime worked, new 
capacity may be provided, not at those 
sites, but by constructing a frame plant in 
Tennessee, a state called desirable because 
of the business climate, steel availability 
and proximity to car and truck assembly 
plants. 

Union Starch and Refining, General 
Steel, Laclede Steel, National Enameling 
and Stamping ... the list of former local 
production centers is longer than it is 
comfortable to recall. 

There will be no winners or heroes in 
this community or state if the list grows 
longer. Reasonable, effective, prompt, 
mutually-beneficial responses are 
imperative 


Mrs. Carter defends spirit, goodness of American people 


In the tradition of Eleanor Roosevelt 
and other first ladies of the land, Mrs. 
Rosalyn Carter is speaking out, and many 
are applauding her latest comments. 

She spoke out Tuesday on the 1978 
Harvard University commencement 
remarks by Alexander Solzhenitsyn, a 
Soviet, author who was allowed to leave 
and come to this country despite his books 
about Communist oppression in his native 
country. 

Solzhenitsyn, who has become wealthy 
in a manner that would have been 
impossible in Russia, nevertheless is no fan 
of America. Doubting U-S: moral fiber, he 
feels we have “grown weak and cowardly 
and spiritually exhausted.” 

Addressing the National Press Club — 


the first talk there by a president's wife 
since Mrs. Roosevelt's appearance in 1938 
— Mrs. Carter said she is “not a Pollyanna 
about the mood of the country” but in her 
extensive travel has not seen the “pressure 
of evil” to which the author referred. 

Finding a unique “spaciousness of mind 
and spirit” among citizens, Mrs. Carter 
concludes there is no truth in 
Solzhenitsyn’s assertions that “good men 
and women are doing nothing about Amer- 
ican today.” 

Citizen interest and action, while never 
attaining a level of perfection, are alive 
and well today — as in the past 202 years. 
And this ought to be obvious to a survivor 
of the Stalin era and the later behind-the- 
Iron-Curtain regimes.

The defeat of HJRCA 27 
(Equal Rights Amendment) in

‘This is a serious issue and one 
of importance to all the people 
of Illinois. Issues of far less 
importance have been placed on 
an advisory referendum, so why 
not this one? 


The general public is cer- 
tainly more informed on this 
issue than any other single issue 
in recent years. 

I believe that both the pro- 
ERA and the anti-ERA forces 
would accept the results of an 
advisory referendum as a 
mandate for the legislature, and 
this issue would be decided once 
and for all. 

I am convinced that if any 
other course is taken, the ERA 
issue in Llinois is going to be 
with us for some time — and 


thousands of other bills dealing . 


with legislation also important 

to the citizens of this state are 
going to suffer as a result.

(American Association 
for the 
Advancement of Science) 
The federal government 
needs to become a demanding, 
discriminating shopper when 
and if it fills the role of health- 


care buyer for the American 


people, according to Robert M. 
Ball, senior scholar at the 
Institute of Medicine of the 
National Academy of Sciences. 
Writing on national health 
insurance in “Science,” the 
weekly magazine of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science 
(AAAS), Ball maintains that the 
government's existing health 
plan for the elderly and 
disabled, Medicare, provides a 


- strong administiative basis for 


a universal national health 
plan. 

He thinks radical changes 
would need to be made, 
however, if the government 
were to become what Ball terms 
“an aggressive buying agent,” 
identifying the best and most 
cost-effective health-care 
product or service before in- 
vesti 

Such a hard-line attitude 
would represent a major 
change from the way Medicare 


has traditionally operated, says 
Ball 

In its 12-year experience with 
Medicare, the government 
generally has taken a passive 
role in paying for health ser- 
vices — the consumer seeks out 
the service or product, and 
Medicare pays for it. 

This approach, adopted with 
Medicare in 1965, reflected 
federal disinclination to tamper 
with the way the medical care 
system operated. 

Over a dozen years later, 
however, with health-care costs 
exploding, the concept of 
government as a negotiating, 
bargaining agent “might be 
acceptable,’ Ball believes. 

There already is evidence 
that government is taking a 
more intervening attitude in its 
role as provider of health 
services ‘to the disabled and 
handicapped. 

For example, professional 
standards review organizations 
(PSRO's), adopted as part of 
the 1972 amendments to the 
Social Security Act, require the

State can curb Medicaid, Aid abuse 


To the Editor 

Cracking down on welfare 
fraud and providing greater 
oversight over the disbur- 
sement of Public Aid funds 
should be priority goals of the 
state legislature. I commend 
the House for recently passing 
legislation to further these 
goals. 

Annual losses due to fraud 
and abuse in the medical 
assistance program of the 
,linois Department of Public 
Aid (Medicaid) are massive, 
currently estimated at $300 
million. 

Three bills recently passed by 
the House as part of Democratic 
gubernatorial nominee Mike 
Bakalis’ legislation program 
could make great strides, 
toward eliminating _ this 
tremendous loss, and allowing 
legislators to more effectively 
determine the appropriateness 
of Medicaid expenditures. 

Two of the bills would take 
immediate steps to prevent and 
deter fraud. House Bill 3157 
provides a definite deterrent to 
doctors, pharmacists and other 
professionals who would 
defraud the state’s Medicaid 
program. 

Under provisions of the 
measure, a professional license 


could be suspended or revoked 
because: of termination or 
suspension from participation 
in the Medicaid program. 

A law was enacted last year 
setting forth the grounds and 
conditions for suspension from 
the Medicaid program. But no 
specific provision was included 
to provide for license 
revocation. 

As a result, several 
professionals were suspended 
from Medicaid participation 
and yet continued to practice 
and receive state money 
through other programs. 

The great majority of 
physicians and other 
professionals are honest and 
dedicated, but those who aren’t 
succeed in bilking the state of 
millions of dollars of taxpayers’ 
money. 

The threat of license 
suspension or revocation would 
make unscrupulous 
professionals think twice before 
attempting to fraudulently use 
the Medicaid program 

Recent news accounts have 
revealed the need to also crack 
down on public aid employees 
who fraudulently obtain Public 
Aid payments. 

House Bill 3160 answers this 
need by requiring the use of 


recipient's Social Security 
numbers, where available, to 
facilitate computer cross- 
checks to ferret out fraudulent 
applications for benefits by 
ineligible public employees. 

To further aid in identifying 
and eliminating fraud and to 
facilitate more effective ap- 
propriation decisions by the 
legislature, House Bill 3161 
would require the Department 
of Public Health to report an- 
nually to the General Assembly 
on the provisions and utilization 
of medical services, and on 
current and proposed rate 
structures for medical vendors. 

Taken together, this package 
of bills can save many dollars 
for Illinois taxpayers and allow 
legislators to more effectively 
represent the people they serve. 

House action in passing these 
bills is commendable, but it is 
unfortunate that very few 
Republicans joined with 
Democrats in supporting these 
measures to save millions of tax 
dollars. 

Most politicians talk of 
reducing waste in government, 
Democrats, unified under the 
leadership of Mike Bakalis, are 
taking effective action to 
eliminate waste of taxes.

the last  one-class state 
championship series 

Granite City fell in that first 
round game to an Otho Tucker- 
led Paris team. The next 
season, GCHS was touted 
around the stale as having 
perhaps one of the best shots at 
coming out of the southern part 
of the state in the quest for the 
state championship. 

But things didn’t work out 
that way, Granite City falling to 
Collinsville in the championship 
game of the regional. Terry 
Ripka had been injured and not 
at full-strength in that game 

RIPKA just completed his 
first season as head basketball 
and track coach at E 
Broussard High School in Cow 
Island, Louisiana. His team 
finished the year with a 
somewhat disappointing’ 4-20 
record. 

He's getting married this 
August to a girl from nearby 
Lafayette, La. But between his 
graduation from high school 
and the current events, a lot has 
happened to Ripka 

Upon graduation from GCHS, 
Ripka entered the University of 
Tennessee on a full-ride athletic 
scholarship to play’ basketball.

Advance state 
registration of 
merger offers 


Senator Sam M. Vadalabene 
(D-Edwardsville) announced 
Tuesday that House Bill 1380, 
known as the Illinois Business 
Take Over Act, had passed the 
Senate, 50-0. The bill was ap- 
proved earlier by the House, 
134-1 

Vadalabene, the Senate 
sponsor, said the bill empowers 
the secretary of state to ad- 
minister the Business Take 
Over Act, enacted last year by 
the General Assembly. 

The new law and its amend- 
ment are intended to regulate 
attempts to take over business 
firms which are organized 
under the laws of Illinois. “Now, 
business firms will be required 
to register take-over offers with 
the secretary of state," 
Vadalabene said. 

“In recent years, companies 
which have had a close con- 
nection with Ilinois have been 


subject to take-over offers in- 


which control was transferred 
suddenly, without giving Illinois 
stockholders adequate time to 
consider the transfer. 

“Also, ‘management of the 

firm being taken over was not 
given adequate time to evaluate 
alternatives, so that it could 
recommend an appropriate 
course of action to the 
stockholders."” 
«Secretary of State Alan J. 
Dixon, who initiated the bill, 
said, “It does not unduly im- 
pede take-over offers and the 
natural conducting of business 
in Illinois. But it does protect 
the interests of Illinois 
stockholders.””

The National Park Service

Former GC letter carrier,

carrier, has assumed his new 
duties as postmaster of Sedalia, 
Mo., a community of nearly - 
23,000 population 
Central Missouri. 

Chapman was a mail carrier ° 
in the Granite City postal 
district for several years. His 
wife, L. Marie Chapman, also 
was a letter carrier here. 

Both he and Mrs. Chapman. 
were educated in Granite City 
schools, as well as their 
children, = 

While working at the lecal 
post office, Chapman at- 
tended evening classes at 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville for five 
years. 

He graduated with a 
bachelor’s degree in history, 
with a minor in mathematics 
and additional hours in business 
administration. 

After achieving his un- 
dergraduate degree, he was 
among a select few to enter the 
Postal Managers Trainee 
program, designed to develop 
postal career employees. 

Upon completing _ this 
training, Chapman was 
assigned to Columbus, Ohio, 
where he became a district 
postal administrative coor- 
dinator. 

Sedalia is his first full post- 
mastership, 

He has nurtured the goal of 
managing a major post office 
ever since he began pounding 
the pavements as a_ letter 
carrier in Granite City, 
Chapman said. 

The Chapmans are the 
parents of a daughter, Miss 
Linda Chapman, a research 
chemist for Monsanto Co. in St. 
Louis; and three sons, Franklin 
Delano Jr., a mail carrier at the 
post office in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
Garry Von,\who is starting his 
freshman year at the University 
of Missouri at Columbia as a 
nuclear physics scholarship 
student this fall, and Jeffrey 
Scott, 9 years old, 

Linda and Franklin Jr. are 
graduates of Granite City 
High School South and Garry 
Von completed his freshman 
year there. 

Chapman and his sons all 
received their elementary 
education at Emerson Grade 
School 

The new postmaster is 
characterized as an outgoing, 
energetic executive, who favors 
shirt sleeved informality in his 
office. 

Appointed to the position only 
late last month, Chapman 
already has introduced an 
“open door"’ policy at this office 
with the public, as well as the 65 
local postal employees working 
for him. 

“I'm a service-oriented 
postmaster,” he said. “I'm

“This door (office) is going to 
be open anytime to anybody. I 
work hard at what I do and part 
of this job is listening to 
people."* 

Chapman's willingness to 
cooperate with Sedalia’s 
business community and the 
citizenry in general is evident 
even at this early date. 

Chamber of Commerce 
members already have asked 
his help in gaining approval 
for a commemorative stamp 
to recognize the birth of 
ragtime musie in Sedalia. 

Such a proposal was ad- 
vanced about four years ago in 
conjunction with the first Scott 
Joplin Festival in Sedalia 
Failure of the initial effort 
somehow was anticipated, 
Chapman learned 

When approached with the 
new proposal, Chapman wasn’t 
even sure where the Scott Joplin 
marker is located on Main 
Street in Sedalia. 

Despite this fact, he started 
the reams of ‘paperwork 
necessary to accomplish the 
concept of a commemorative 
stamp for his new community 
and hopes the proposal will be 
successful this time 

“T've been involved in a little 
of this before,” he commented, 
in discussing the Chamber's 
proposal. 

“Nothing is ever for sure with 
things such as this, but there 
are certain things you can do to 
improve your chances ... so 
when they sort through the peas 
(stamp applications), so to 
speak, your pea will stand out,” 
he remarked. 

Although moving the mail is a 
serious business, Chapman 
doesn’t believe in letting this 
responsibility weigh down the

carriers’ letter bags any more 
than necessary. 

“T believe you have to think in 
terms of people, of all the postal 
employees,” he said. 

“Eighty-five percent of the 
mail still is handled by 
humans nationally, and more 
than that locally. There is no 
way I can lose the mail out 
there if my people move it. 

“My people are always im- 
portant to me and, of course, to 
the public as well,” Chapman 
said, 

“Tam here to serve the public 
and see to it tHat their mail is 
handled in the best, most 
economic and efficient manner 
possible,"” the new postmaster 
stated, 

“But, I am also out to please 
myself. Above all, I have w be 
happy with how I'm running the 
office. If I'm happy that counts 
for a lot,” he added. 

Among the steps toward his 
self satisfaction is involvement 
with the community, and his 
open door policy is just the first 
move, in that direction. 

Chapman is happy with his 
new post and the challenge it 
presents to him. 

He and his wife also are 
pleased about being in Sedalia 
it affords them an 
added fringe benefit — being 
closer to Linda in St. Louis,

An 
estimated 90 percent of new 
| Army recruits join under the 
Army's delayed entry program. 

The program permits high 
schools seniors and graduates 
to begin duty up to 12 months 
after enlisting, while receiving 
credit for time in service for 

rank, pay grade and assign- 
ment considerations from the 
original date of enlistment. 

Now a feature of the volunteer 
Army, the delayed entry 
Program was instituted in July 
1967. It gives the young person 

% considering service a wider 
Tange of choices among the job 
specialties and assignment 
locations the Army offers. 

“By signing up ahead of time, 
the new enlistee can reserve the, 
specialty and assignment 
location of his or her choice 
while still completing high 
school. Other enlistees use the 
delayed entry program to meet 
different commitments, 
knowing their chosen Army 
position is secured for the 
future,” a spokesman said this 
week 

The percentage of Army 
recruits taking advantage of the 
delay program has increased 
from between 75.and 80 percent 
in 1975 to between 85 and 90 
percent today.

Increased growth 
‘for garden crops

Soils and crops often need 
more fertilizer, especially 
nitrogen as the season 
progresses 

Having sufficient nutrients 
available enables the crop to 
make most efficient use of the 
soil moisture that is present, 
and achieve increased growth. 

Side-dressing means applying 
fertilizer in a band along one 
side of the row. This band 
should be about four inches 
from the crop. 

Avoid getting fertilizer on the 
plant leaves to prevent leaf 
injury. After applying, hoe the 
fertilizer into the soil surface or 
water it in for more immediate 
response 

Leafy crops, greens, and root 
crops should be side-dressed 
when about half grown, 

Tomatoes, peppers, beans, 
cucumbers, melons, etc., should 
be treated when they begin to 
set fruit 

Average rates to use per 1,000 
square feet are 2% pounds of 
ammonium nitrate, 2 pounds of 
urea, or 5 pounds of nitrate of 
soda

Grant to provide foster 
care for non-delinquents 


Central Baptist Family 
Services, a private child 
welfare agency based in 
Madison County for the past two 
and one-half years, has been 
awarded a grant by the Ilinois 
Law Enforcement Commission 
to provide temporary foster 
care and counseling assistance 
for non-delinquent youths and 
their families. 

A primary objective of this 
program is to prevent inap- 
propriate placements in- the 
county detention home when the 
need for substitute care is based 
on acute personal problems, 
rather than illegal behavior or 
severe mistreatment of a child 

The services are scheduled to 
begin in early August 
throughout Madison County, 
with the primary sources of 
referral being the community 
law enforcement agencies 

Titled “Crisis Foster Care” 
the program will include a 
round-the-clock response 
capability to referrals from 
local police juvenile officers 
state and county law  en- 
forcement personnel, or county 
court services staff. Law en- 
forcement agencies are usually 
the first to encounter a crisis, as 
frequently they are called upon 
to deal with a runaway child or 
domestic conflict, officials said. 

When a situation calling for 
temporary substitute care has 
been identified, program staff 
will place the child ina licensed 
temporary foster home and 
conduct preliminary — in 
vestigation of the — cir- 
cumstances which led to the 
referral. As quickly as possible, 
arrangements will be made to 
return the child home, with a 
plan to provide appropriate 
counseling and assistance to the 
family to reach a complete 
resolution of the identified 
crisis-producing, conditions 

Development of the grant 
application was encouraged by 
the regional [LEC organization 
serving Madison County, and 
strongly supported by the 
county court services division. 

Madison County Board 

ed a resolution in March 
this year which recognized the 
potential of the services 
available under the grant to 
reduce juvenile delinquency by 
intervening, before conditions 
promoting it are fully 
developed. 

Other support for the 
development of the Central 
Baptist program has come from 
chiefs of police, the Illinois 
Status Offender Services, and 
the Illinois Department of 
Children and Family Services, 
it was noted. 

The success of the services, 
according to Fred Toole 
program administrator for 
Central Baptist, will be 
measured by the number of 
children who are diverted from 
detention home placement, 
returned home without the

necessity of expensive long- 
term foster care, and helped to 
deal constructively with 
problems as they arise in home, 
school, or community. 

“This grant comes from 
federal taxes, which we all pay 
It represents an opportunity for 
Madison County to obtain a 
valuable return from thdse 
taxes, by reducing the flow of 
unhappy, confused children 
toward involvement in  anti- 
social, illegal, or unproductive 
activities and lifestyles,”” sdid 
Toole. 

“Ultimately, success will 
depend on the cooperation and 
committmen of those com 
munity agencies that provide a 
variety of supportive services 
for children and families. No 
single program or agency can 
do it alone. We especially need a 
few mature married couples in 
each community in Madison 
County who are will to provide a 
spare bed in their homes for 
children in need of temporary 
foster care. 

“Although housing a boy pr 
girl from a few days up to three 
weeks may nol seem like much 
to offer, it is nevertheless a very 
important piece of the services 
needed in these — crisis 
situations, Persons interested in 
filling these positions will be 
helped by Central Baptist to 
meet state licensing 
requirements for foster homes 
and trained to participate in a 
meaningful way in the goals of 
the program

Almost all of the major in- 
dustry groups posted declines 
over the month. The 
manufacturing workweek was 
down 0.4 hour but factory 
overtime, at 3.5 hours, was little 
changed from the April level 
After three months of strong 
gains, the workweek in contract 
construction receded 0.9 hour in 


May. 

Because of the decline in 
hours, coupled with only modest 
employment growth, the index 
of aggregate weekly hours of 
production worker payrolls fell 
by 0.5 percent in May to 119.8 
(1967 equals 100). The index was 
3.4 percent above the year-ago 
level 

Before adjustment for 
seasonality, average hourly 
earnings were $5.63, up two 
cents from April and 44 cents 
from a year earlier. Average 
weekly earnings fell by 41 cents 
over the month to $201.55 but 
have risen $14.19 since last May. 

‘The hourly earnings index — 
earnings adjusted for overtime 
in manufacturing, seasonality, 
and the effects of changes in the 
proportion of workers in high- 
wage and low-wage industries 
— was 212.6 (1967 equals 100) in 
May, 0.3 percent higher than in 
April. The index was 8.2 percent 
above May a year ago. 

During the 12-month period 
ended in April, the hourly 
earnings index in dollars of 
constant purchasing pawer rose

Serial numbers 


may curb 


construction equipment theft 


The Associated General 
Contractors of America 
publishes a booklet for law 
enforcement officials 
describing the location of serial 
numbers on most construction 
equipment, and the Southern 
Illinois Builders Association has 
made this publication available 
to Illinois state police, the 
Illinois Association of Chiefs of 
Police, the National Automobile 
Theft Bureau and FBI offices 
throughout Ilinois 

Theft and vandalism losses in 
the construction industry 
totaled $772,300,000 during 1977. 

The AGC Crime Prevention 
Committee bases the figure on a 
survey — the first of its kind in 
the construction industry — of 
40 AGC chapters representing 
3,475 contractor members 

Committee Chairman Clinton 
Hardesty said: “The survey 
confirms our suspicion that the 
problem, nationwide, is 
staggering. The results ring out 
a strong message for all police 
to be alert for stolen equipment 
and materials." 

This survey is in line with a 
survey conducted by the 
Southern Illinois Builders 
Association which indicated 
that one to two percent of the 
construction dollar value in 
Southern Illinois goes to cover 
losses due to theft and van- 
dalism. 

Using lass ratios revealed by 
the survey, the total amount of 
$722,300,000 is divided into basic 
theft and vandalism com- 
ponents as follows 

1977 general contractor theft 
and vandalism losses — 


Equipment theft (45.5  per- 


cent), $328,600,000. 

Material theft (22.3 percent), 
‘$161,120,000. 

Total theft 
$489,720,000. 

Equipment vandalism 
percent), $167,920,000. 

Material and project van 
dalism (9.0 percent), 
$64,660,000. 

Total Vandalism 
cent), $232,580,000. 

For the first time, the con- 
struction industry believes it 
has nationwide loss figures 
based on highly accurate data 

“The figures — that do not 
include specialty contractor or 
single-family home builder 
losses — can be used as the 
major single reason why con- 
tractors, law enforcement of- 
ficials and the general public 
should become aware of and 
participate in all efforts to 
reduce crime in the nation’s 
largest industry. The ultimate 
costs of our losses are borne by 
all,” Hardesty said. 

A reward program, up to 
$5,000, is offered by the 
Southern Illinois Builders 
Association Industry Advan- 
cement Foundation as part of 
the crime prevention program 
of the association. 

A Crime Prevention Com- 
mittee acts as a clearing house 
for new methods and techniques 
on crime prevention. The 
committee also compiles 
reports of theft and vandalism, 
and revises and updates the 
SIBA crime _ prevention 
program on a continuing basis. 

More than 2,000 separate 
incidents of burglary, theft, 
robbery, arson and vandalism

involving construction equip- 
ment and materials are 
reported to police in Illinois 
annually. 

The cost to the Illinois con- 
struction industry in reported 
stolen or damaged items is $3 
million annually. An 
inestimable amount of smaller 
thefts goes unreported. 

“It’s relatively easy to seal 
off construction sites,"’ ac- 
cording to Leonard Boyer, 
director of industrial relations 
for the Southern Illinois 
Builders Association, who 
heads up the association crime 
prevention efforts. 

“When times are hard,”’ he 
adds, ‘‘it’s not hard to get rid of 
stolen equipment 

“One of the most common 
targets of thieves is a backhoe, 
which is similar to a small farm 
tractor. It's a fast-moving piece 
of equipment," Boyer said. 
“There’s a ready market for 
them, either to other con- 
tractors or through a fence or a 
legitimate dealer. 

“Despite a campaign to alert 
construction firms about 
precautions against job site 
crime, the contractors are their 
own worst enemy. Often they 
don’t record the serial numbers 
on their equipment, making it 
impossible to trace and return 
stolen items. 

“Some contractors also don't 
seem to want the expense of 
assigning one person to control 
inventory, and they don't bother 
with strict security measures 
that take time and money. 

“The Southern Illinois 
Builders Association (SIBA) is 
encouraging its members to 
install special night lighting, 
guards, fencing and alarm 
systems at the job site. 

“SIBA makes available signs 
to be posted al the site offering 
rewards, up to $5,000 for in- 
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formation leading to the arrest 
of thieves, vandals and 
trespassers. 

“We also strongly suggest 
that contractors inventory all 
equipment, regardless of how 
big or how small, and record 
either the manufacturer's serial 
number or one of their own.”

Raspberry season has arrived 


By CHRIS DOLL 
Area Gardening Adviser 

All colors and varieties of 
raspberries are ripening for 
home gardener enjoyment 
Raspberries may be red, black, 
purple, or yellow — and each 
color has its own special flavor 
and characteristics. All can be 
grown in Southwestern Illinois. 

Black raspberries or “black- 
caps” are the most common 
here. 
. The main problem in growing 
blackeaps is a disease called 
anthracnose. This is the cause 
of dead berries or dry or brown 
patches on ripening berries. 
Canes are also infected and 
weakened. 

A- regular spray program 
started early in the spring helps 


makes for better yields and 
growth. 

Reds are also widely grown. 
The beautiful fruits are usually 
less fruitful than the blacks, 
because or cold injury. But the 
flavor and color make them 
worthwhile additions to the 
menu. 

Fall-bearing varieties are 
available in this color, and may 
be more productive and easy to 
grow than the spring crop 

Purples were developed by 
crossing the reds and the 
blacks. They have hybrid vigor 
and require more space bet- 
ween plants. The fruits are 
large and attractive with a 
distinctive flavor. 

The yellow or amber. rasp- 
berries are somewhat of a 


cellent but they lack eye appeal 
for widespread usage 

They make an excellent 
“conservation piece for 
hobbyist growers and are easy 
to produce. 

All raspberries require ample 
water at harvest time to 
produce the biggest, juiciest 
berries. This situation can be 
provided by watering ‘or 
mulching. The mulch will also 
give week control. 

As soon as harvest is com- 
pleted, prune out and burn the 
dead fruiting canes. This is part 
of the sanitation program for 
disease control. 

Spray blackeaps one more 
time for disease control. Then 
side-dress with fertilizer to 
stimulate plant growth for next

Applicants for the bac- 
calaureate awards must be 
college seniors and may not 
have undertaken graduate level 
programs of study. Deadline for 
seeking information about 
campus nomination is Sept. 29,

According to Brown, the 
foundation is currently making 
a special effort to bring 
qualified persons from racial 
and ethnic minorities into the 
profession of teaching.

Miss Kennedy said the intent 
of the program is to protect 
foster children and strengthen 
the image of foster parents. 

“Over the years, thousands of 
Illinois families have provided 
foster care with dedicatior 
competence, and compassion, 
she said. “Unfortunately, in a 
few isolated but well-publicized 
instances licenses were issued 
lo persons who were convicted 
felons or had long arrest 
records. 

“Such people have hurt 
children and done damage to 
the entire foster care system. 
Background checks should take 
away their chances to do any 
further harm.” 

Miss Kennedy said the checks 
will be accomplished by ob- 
taining fingerprints of 
prospective foster parents and 
forwarding them to the state 
Department of Law Enfor- 
cement. To assure con- 
fidentiality, any information 
gained will be destroyed within 
60 days after a licensing 
decision has been made 

Fingerprint checks will also 
be made of currently licensed 
foster parents before a renewal 
license is issued. 

Representatives of the Illinois 
Foster Parent Association have 
expressed support for the 
background checks.

Fireworks 
hazardous 


By MARY RICHARDS 
Illinois Department of 
Public Health 

With the approach of the 
Fourth of July, many families 
are planning to make their 
Independence Day celebration 
something special. 

Unfortunately, some Illinois 
families will include fireworks 
as part of the festivities. 
Despite their _ patriotic 
significance, fireworks present 
a serious safety hazard, par- 
ticularly for children 

In spite of the fact that sale or 
use of fireworks is prohibited in 
Illinois, except by permit for 
public display, each year 
between 150 and 200 Illinoisans 
are treated at hospital 
emergency rooms for injuries 
associated with fireworks. 

Nearly 90 percent of the in 
juries are caused by fireworks 
privately purchased by in- 
dividuals, The remainder are 
associated with —_ public 
fireworks displays. 

Burns and lacerations are the 
primary types of fireworks 
injuries. 

Despite the danger and 
legality of using fireworks, the 
Illinois Department of Public 
Health has some tips if they are 
used. 

Fireworks should be used 
only with extreme caution 
Before using any of them, read 
and follow all warning in; 
structions printed on the label, « 

Remember thal fireworks are 
not toys for children. The 
sparkler, considered by many 
as safe for youngster, generates, 
temperatures between 1,200 and 
2,000 degrees F. and can easily 
ignite clothing. 

Do not allow younger children 
to handle fireworks under any 
circumstances. They cannot 
understand the danger in- 
volved, and cannol react 
correctly in case of an 
emergency 

If you permit older children to 
use fireworks, be sure they use 
them only under close .adult , 
supervision. Do not allow any 
running or “‘horseplay™ while 
the fireworks are being used
